Visa, American Express, Discover, Diner Clubs, etc.); wherein the transaction card is associated with a loyalty program for usage of the 
wireless communication device (column 5, lines 50-55, the electronic transaction device is used to conduct transactions involving 
promotional information, e.g., usage intensive such as frequent flier miles, cash back rebates, or any various intensive programs offered by 
credit card issuers ).
